The Coming Wagon. 


(C«dar Rapids Republican.] 


The coming farm and heavy draft wag- 


on is going to have broad wheels. If 
there is no other way of bringing about 
this much needed change it must be ac- 
complished by legislation. We have in 
this country tbe poorest roads to be 
found in any civilized portion of tbe 
earth, and tbe main reason ia that our 
wagon wheels have too narrow rims. 


If all vehicles were properly construct- 


ed they would make roads better and 
more Bolid, instead of cutting them up 
into unfathomable mortar beds during 
wet weather. We are glad to see the 
matter discussed and investigated, nnd 
that action is being taken in some of the 
states. Recently a committee of the 
Massachusetts legislature, after a long 
investigation of the subject, recommend- 
ed the pass of a law making the use of 
broad tires compulsory on all vehicles ex- 
cept stages, omnibuses, hacks, family and: 
pleasure carriages. Three years are al- 
lowed to pass before the provisions of the 
bill shall become compulsory. 


After that time wagons drawn by one 


beast will be required to have felloes not 
less than three inches wide; those drawn 
by two beasts must have wheels not less 
than four incites wide, and if drawn by 
more than two animals the wagon must 
havo wheels at least five inches in width. 
Two wheeled vehicles drawn by one beast 
are to have wheels five inches'wide, and 
if drawn by more than one beast wheels 
at least six inches in width. The pro- 
posed measure looks simply to tha preser- 
vation of the road bed of highways. As 
might be supposed,there is a good deal of 
opposition to the bill. Some of the far- 
mers declare that it was proposed b_v 
wagon makers. Men engaged in team- 
ing as a business also oppose it. They i 
thmk that property owners should keep, 
tbe roads in repair, and that they should 
be allowed to regulate the width of lluir 
wagon wheels

Whenever It is known that any penoi. U 


sick with small pox or varlolold, Isolation of 
the Individual should be resorted to at once,* 
and every one in the house vaccinated or i e- 
vacclnntcd, In every case, no matter how 
mild the disease may appear. The room se- 
lected for the sick should be large, easily 
ventilated, and aa far from the living and 
sleeping rooms of other members ef the fam. 
tly as it Is possible to have it. All ornaments 
drapery and article* not absolutely needed in 
the room should be removed. A free circu- 
lation of air from without should be admitted 
by day and night, for there is no better dlsin- 
fectantthau,pureair. Core should be taken 
to keep the patient out of draughts. All dis- 
•barges from the nose and raouth should be 
received on rags and Immediately burned, 
and the same precaution should be taken 
with the crusts as they fall off. Vessels 
should be kept partially filled with a salu. 
tion of copperas, or any other disinfectant, to 
receive the discharges from the kidneys and 
bowels, which should be buried at least one

In the event 
that it becomes necessary for an attendant to 
go out of the sick room, a change of clothing 
should be mad , using such as has not been 
infected; the hands, face and hair should be 
washed in water disinfected by carbolic acid 
or perm mganatc of potassium; following 
this, free exposure to open air should bt 
nindo before approacnlng any one. 


Physicians and nurses should never put on 


an overcoat or cloak In the sick room, to be 
removed afterwaids, perhaps, among the 
healthy, for the air of tuc Infected room may 
thus be confined about his or her person, to 
be liberated wl.cn great mischief may be 
done. Safety consists In exposing to optn 
air every article of clothing that has been in 
any way exposed to contagion. No Inmates 
of the house should venture into any public 
assemblage or crowded building, such as a 
church or school, during the continuance of 
the disease, nor after its termination, until 
permission Is given by the attending physi- 
clan. No dogi or cats should bo permitted 
to enter room of patient, or better still, hot 
allowed in the house. No letters should be 
sent directly from the patient, and all mall 
matter sent from the house should be sub- 
iectad to a heat at least 350 3 F. After recov - 
ery has taken place, the patient shonid be 
bathed In a weak disinfectant, (solution of 
chloride of itac,) clothed In clean, fresh 
garments, that have been in no way exposed 
to the infected air, and the head shampooed. 
Some time must elapse, according to the se- 
verity of the case, before the danger of com- 
municating the disease is past. 


In the event of death, the clothing in which 


the body is attired should be sprinkled with 
strong carbolie acid, and the body placed I n 
an air-ilgbt coffin ; and It should remain In 
the sick-room until taken away for burial. 


•In towns or cities where they have small 


pox hospitals it is better that the patient 
snould be removed there atonce. 


No funeral should be allowed at the house 


or church, and no more persons permitted to 
go to the cemetery than is necessary to inter 
the corpse. 


After reeovciy or death, all articles worn 


by the patient, the room and all contents, 
should be thoroughly disinfected by the 
burning otsulphur or the pouring of crude 
carbolic acid on chloride of lime 


Such articles as can be washed, us bed- 


dine, clothing, etc., should be dipped in the 
following disinfecting fluid:

After Immersion in this, every article, such 


as blanket* and fUtmelJ, should be thnrouMy 
toilet. Straw beds should be burned. The 
ticking of beds and pillows, soiled by the 
discharge from the mouth or nostrils, should 
be dipped In the disinfecting fluid, and af- 
terwards In boiling water, and the contents 
whether hair or feathers, should be subject- 
ed to dry he.it, in an oven (or if this cannot 
be done, destroyed by burning); or if these 
articles htte not been soiled, fumigation 
with sulphur, followed bv daily exposure In 
the open air for one week may answer. All 
ai tides in the room, and others that have 
been exposed to infection, which cannot be 
washed, and are too \aluable to be burned, 
must be spread out on chairs or racks; the 
mattresses or spring-beds set up so as to 
lia\e both surfaces exposed; uInflow shades 
and curtairrs, if they have' been allowed to 
remain up, must be laid out at full length. 
Then have the windows, flues, key-holes and 
other openings closed, and place on the 
hearth or stove, or on bricks In the middle 
of the floor, an Iron vessel, containing live 
coals, upon which throw three or four 
pounds of sulphur; or place a number of 
plates of chloride of lime In different parts 
of the room, and pour on tbeirr crude car. 
nolle acid. The room should be kept closed 
for twelve hours. 


In some Instances it will do no harm to re- 


pelt the fumigation. 


After this, the floor and weod-work shonld 


be wathed with het water, and walls end 
ceilings whitewashed, or if papered, the pa. 
per should be removed. 
, 


The privies should be thoroughly dlsln- 


fccted with carbolic acid or Bine and cop. 
perns. 
Carpets must be taken up before fumiga- 


tion, (in some cases destroyed). After fumi- 
gation they should be beaten and shaken In 
the open air and afterwards exposed to the 
wind ana sunshine for several days. The 
room or rooms should be Opened as much as 
possible. Where houses are more or less 
Isolated, judgment can be used In exposing 
articles. The entire contents of the house 
should be subjected to the greatest care, and 
wheu there is any question with regard to 
an article, it should be destroyed. 


Patients should be kept in houses at least 


two weeks after the crusts have all disap- 
peared. 
The clothing of nurses should be thor- 


oughly fumigated before leaving the bouse, 
and; better still, burned, If circumstances will 


If these precautions are faithfully carried 


out, there Is litllo dancer of spreading the 
disease.
